Fifthly , That the Jews are thoſe who ſtir up the 7arks and Moors,

Natives of the place/are'bnt meer Vaſſals and Slaves to the Jews , .and 
- for the Lnere of their Money do Execute all their Crueland Bloody Deſigns

_ eſpecially of the Fleets coming from any of His Majeſties Plantations abroad, 

and of the very time they are expeted fo 0 out or Tcturn, with a perfe& Ac- 
' count of the quality and condition of all Merchants and paſſengers aboard , if 
/ any ſuch there be, by which means they exatt ſuch great ſumms as aforeſaid.

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Secondly, Or to make a Law, That whatever Darmage or Loſs the 
Engliſh ſhall ſuſtain by means or procurement of the Jews in er Or 
elſewhere, it ſhall be required and made good to the Loofers out of the 
Eſtates of the Jews here in England. Which is Humbly offered for theſe 


Reaſons. 


Firſt, Becauſe ſuch a Law may fave a great Expence of Treaſure, and 
alſo» of Chriſtian Blood, which this Nation hath ſadly felt , I 


EFeQ that Peace and Tranquility to the Engiiſb Traders which hitherto 
Force hath not done. 


Secondly , Becauſe the Jews have here the full Exerciſe of their Falſe 
and pernicious Religion and Worſhip, whilſt thouſands of poor Proteftent 
Chriſtians differing in no point from the Do&rine of the Church of 
are daily haraſed and undone, to the great joy and Laughter of the Jews , ſee- 
ing Chriſtiaos thus tear and moleſt one another, whiltt themſelves are pro- 
jecting to deſtroy usall abroad, andeating up the Trade of our Engliſh Mer- 
chants at home» | 

Thirdly, The Charity of this Nation may be Imployed on othet Good 
Occaſions, which is now Colleftcd for the Redemption of CAPTIVES, for 
that it is rather an Incouragement totholſe JEWS of —_ Vigoroully to 

in ule Bags and Robberies, when they ſhall ſee the Charity of 
a whole Nation eUſe of to raile Money for the fati ing their Inhumane 
ExaQtions on poor Chriſtians, and y be calily ſup rather to raiſe the 
Price of their Redemption, thento Leſlen it. 


Fourthly , It is but Fus gentium when a Nation ſuffers by otie ſort of Peo- 
ple, That Reparation and risfaCtion be required of any others of that ſort 
of People wherever they may be found inour Power, for on this Principle 
onely 15 all Letters of Mart and Repriſal granted by Kings and 
States. Moreover, it is verily believed, That the fews inall places are #4 
in a Combination and Society whereby they have Influence on the Proceed- | 
ingsof all JEWS in whart place ſoever, and ſhares in their Profit and Loſs. 

Fifthly, The very Terror of ſuch a Law would Ingage thoſe Jews 
in other more Honeſt Courles than, this of Inriching themſelves by the 
Ruine and Deſtruftion of poor Chriltians, 


Sixthly , If this or ſome other Courſe be not EffeQually taken, thoſe 
Jews of Mgjier will by their Robberies and Spoil ſo Inrich themſelves, 
as to be able to ſet forth ſuch Fleets as ſhall Match or Cope with an 
of our Kings of Chriſtendom ; witneſs , their great and Unparalel'd Bold- 
nels of daring to come not onely on our Coaſt, but even into our very 
Channels, to the Ry of our Nation, and in Deſpite and contempt 
of His Majeſty, who is undoubtedly Soveraign oF the Narrow Seas, 

Seventhly, By theſe means other Princes and States may by our Ex- 
ample take the ſame Mcalures, and make the fame Law, whereby mucti a) 
Treaſure may be ſaved, which is very often ſpent in maintaining Fleets L 
in the Mediteranean Seas ; witneſs, that of His Majeity of Great Brittain. 


Eizhthly, It is more than probable that by this means His Majeſty may 
more peaceably Injoy his Right in 7angier, which hath been ſoE 
to him, for that that War is maonbeney romoted and Abetted by the 
Jews of Atgier, who by their Purſe t Barbarous King both witch 
Men, Money, and Amunitions and will be able on all ſtill to 
do the ſame, if ſome CI ReRY it.
